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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed January 28, 2004, has been received and entered. The text of those 
sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claim 25 has been cancelled. 

3. Claims 22-24 and 26-34 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 22-24 and 26-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Claim 22 has been amended to change the limitation of an NSI "between 
about 50 and about 100" to an NSI of "at least 85," This new limitation is considered to add new 
matter because "at least 85" encompasses any NSI larger than 85 while the highest NSI the 
specification and the original claims support is "about 100." Thus, an NSI higher than "about 
100" is now encompassed by claim 22 and these NSIs do not have support in the application as 
originally filed. 
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5. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejections of claims 32-34 are persuasive in regards 
that US '554 teaches that each element of the extraction is essential. Thus, modification of these 
elements would not necessarily lead to a product with the same basic NSI, protein content, and 
gel forming ability as disclosed. Thus, claims 32-34 are allowable. 

Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
